ROYAL Wedding fever has hit 
Greenwich, and people are putting 
the finishing touches to their plans 
to celebrate Prince William and 
Kate Middleton’s big day on Friday. 
Pubs, shops and clubs are putting 
up streamers, flags and balloons, 
and getting their food, drink, music 
and games ready for street parties. 
One party is taking place in the 
space between two facing blocks of 
flats in Greenwich where up to 100 
people are expected. Organiser Tom 
Beaumont told GT: “It all started 
with me knocking on people’s 
doors asking if they wanted to hold 
a street party. The idea took off, 
and people started to get really 
involved. 

“We are putting bunting up with 
everyone bringing their own buffet 
food and drinks. We’re planning a 
tug of war between teams from the 
two blocks of flats, and also a quiz. 
We’ll also have musical chairs for 
the children and a treasure hunt for 
sweets.” 

The Plume of Feathers pub in Park 
Vista, Greenwich, is also getting 
ready to celebrate. Susan Rose, 
the licensee for 30 years, told 
GT: “Everyone loves a wedding, 
particularly a royal one. We’ve 
applied for a special events licence 
and plan to open at 10am. We’ll 
have bunting and flags up, and the 
pub staff and customers are being 
asked to ‘dress to impress’, with 
prizes for the most glamorous or 
traditional British costumes.” 
Outlining the itinerary for the 
day she said: “Some of us will be 
dressed as the Royals and wearing 
face masks.

Andy Parsons 
at the Indig02, 
Kylie at The 02 
(I know what 
you’re thinking, 
but I’ll have you 
know Kylie is 
the epitome of 
culture, thank 
you!) I laughed, 
danced and grew. 
My horizons had 
broadened. 

But my epiphany 
came when I 
headed up to 
see my favourite 
singer, Toyah, 
perform in St 
Albans. And as 
I stood there, 
crushed in the 
pogoing crowd, 
everything 
suddenly became 
still as I felt this 
warm feeling wash 
over me. 

It took me a while 
to realise that it 
was contentment. 
That music gave 
me a feeling of 
belonging. In that 
environment Dean 
Beadle made sense.

Freddie 

-GO! 

‘Walk the Walk’ 
campaign to 
help children 
get up on 
their feet

AN amazing six-year-old 
boy is the inspiration be- 
hind a campaign to set up a 
centre that aims to get disa- 
bled children walking for 
the first time. 

Freddie Farmer, a pupil at 
Montbelle primary school in 
New Eltham, goes three times 
a year to a centre near Oxford 
for intensive physiotherapy 
involving a unique piece of 
equipment called the Spider. 

The bubbly lad was nominated 
as a Londoner of the Day last 
Wednesday by the London 
24 website, which recognises 
people in the capital who have 
done something special, made 
the news and created a talking 
point for the day. 

Now his granddad, 62-year- 
old businessman Danny 
Catchesides, who lives in 
Eltham, has launched a ‘Walk 
the Walk’ campaign with family 
and friends to set up a London 
centre for Freddie and children 
like him. 

Danny told GT: “I will help 
to fund it and we have set up 
a Trust - the Freddie Farmer 
Foundation - to raise the 


£250,000 to make it happen. 
Our motivation is for Freddie 
to get regular treatment 
without having to travel so far, 
and I’m sure the centre would 
also attract families from all 
over London and south-east 
England.” 

Freddie was born at 28 weeks 
with cerebral palsy, weighing 
just 2 lb 12 oz. 

“You would never have 
thought he would survive, but 
he did,” said Danny, “Now he’s 
a bright, intelligent boy but he’s 
quadriplegic and can’t support 
himself. He’s improved by doing 
things like horse-riding, but it’s 
the sessions with the Spider 
that mean most to him, and 
it would be wonderful to have 
them available locally so that 
he can go virtually every day.” 

The Spider is formed by elastic 
ropes and a harness that create 
a web to support children and 
allow them to exercise in any 
position. 

There’s a waiting list at the 
Oxford centre and it became 
obvious to Danny that a centre 
in south-east London or north 


Kent would be an immediate 
success. 

“We even thought of moving 
up to Oxford to be near the 
centre but then it occurred 
to me that we could set one 
up in London,” he said. “The 
Spider is really clever and you 
wonder why one isn’t available 
here. The Spider is loved by the 
children because, for the first 
time, it gives them freedom to 
move on their own.” 

Freddie has been the star of 
fundraising events over the 
last three years, many of them 
based at Shooters Hill Golf 
Club in Greenwich. “All we 
have to do is introduce Freddie,” 
said Danny. “He has such an 
immediate effect on people and 
it’s been really great.” 

“I reckon I might be able to 
raise between £50-100,000 in 
a year but we’re looking to 
friends and groups to help us 
raise the money as quickly 
as we can. The driving force 
behind the campaign is simply 
getting children like Freddie to 
walk. That’s why we’re asking 
people to ‘Walk the Walk’. Two 


friends have already agreed to 
a fundraising walk to Oxford 
in the summer and in one mad 
moment I put myself down for 
a parachute jump in Kent in 
May!” 

The scheme could start simply 
in a local hall with builder 
Danny paying for disabled 
facilities, including toilets. 

“I’ve also got a large back 
room in my office that we 
could use if we needed to,” he 
said. “Ideally, with the right 
money, we need to set up the 
centre near the M25 or A2/A20 
because we reckon we will get 
people from all over south- 
east England. My aim is to get 
Freddie up on his feet but this 
will also be for everyone else. 
I’m sure the centre would be 
self-funding for years to come 
but we need to work like mad 
for a year or two to get it going.”

We 
raised £2,500 from that, 
and when you see little 
Freddie you know it’s 
worth every penny.” 
Freddie’s mum, Deanne 
Farmer, said: “The golf 
club has been amazing in 
supporting Freddie.” 

MARK Flynn and 
two mates went 
a lot more than 
“that extra mile” 
for six-year-old 
Freddie. They 
climbed the 
highest mountain 
in Africa - the 

20,000 feet 
Kilimanjaro - and 
raised £7,500 for 
the new trust. 

“I’ve become a 
close friend of the 
family over the 
years and known 
Freddie since he 
was born.” said 
Mark, 46, a painter 
and decorator.

Beer 
cans are all on the grass, not in 
the bins. 

Gabions Housing only cut the 
grass, trim the bushes and trees. 
They don’t repair the paths that 
are full of holes.

Gabions Housing Association 
took over ownership of the 
properties and public areas 


that were previously owned 
by Thamesmead Town Ltd. 

This included sewers, roads, 
estate lighting, lakes, canals, 
green spaces and parks. The 
estate service charge covers the 
costs of managing these public 
services and is legally recover- 
able from residents - including 
freeholders. 


Although residents pay council 
tax and some may assume that 
this covers the upkeep of all 
parks and other public areas 
in Thamesmead, this is not the 
case. Gabions manages these 
areas as part of our business 
with no extra funding from 
government bodies. We are 
always actively looking at 
ways to reduce costs for the 
public areas but some costs are 
unavoidable due to the nature 
and age of the facilities. 

We are planning to publish 
an information sheet for 
homeowners shortly that will 
help explain the charges further 
and would encourage anyone 
concerned about their estate 
service charge to contact us on 
0300 123 1237. 


How can these parking 
charges be justified? 


I AM in receipt of your notice of 
intended increase in Parking Permit 
charges and request a justification for 
this almost fourfold increase in annual 
charge. Since the Controlled Parking 
Zone was introduced I have seen no 
money spent in maintaining the zone 
and I’m sure that the cost of issuing the 
paper disc each year is covered by the 
existing charge. 

I am therefore dumfounded to 


do not provide the funds 
required for maintenance 
of the service. For most 
permit holders the increase 
amounts to 80p a week. When 
Controlled Parking Zones are 
introduced there is concern 


to provide appropriate and 
fair access to often very 
limited curb side parking 
spaces. 

This is achieved by providing 
bays which give residents 
and their visitors priority. Ed 


understand how you believe an increase 
of this magnitude is either necessary or 
justified. 

The CPZs were first introduced as a 
measure to prevent commuters parking 
their cars haphazardly in the streets 
surrounding Abbey Wood railway 
station and force them into two car 
parks for which commuters are required 
to pay. The council has also benefited 
from fines levied against those who 
ignored the parking restriction. 

The letter from the council states that 
Greenwich is facing unprecedented 
financial pressure. This I fully 
understand as my household is also 
facing unprecedented financial pressure 
and if only my income would increase 
by the levels you are proposing or (as a 
pensioner) increase at all. 

You also state residents within CPZs 
value the benefits of having dedicated 
parking spaces near their homes. I 
request that someone from the Parking 
Services Department point out to me the 
“dedicated” space allocated to me.

Planning permission approved 
for new town centre buildings 



GREENWICH Council’s 
planning board has 
recommended planning 
permission for a new school 
which will form part of the 
University of Greenwich. 

The new £74m building would 
house the university’s School of 
Architecture & Construction and 
the campus library. 

Other facilities on the site in 
Stockwell Street, Greenwich, 
include exhibition spaces, a cafe 
and meeting rooms, which will 
be open to the wider community 
and allow the university to extend 
its work with local schools and 
colleges. 

The council’s Planning Board 
approved the development at its 
meeting on April 14 and agreed 
that it would enhance a vacant 
and dilapidated site 

The council and the university 
are now set to agree detailed 
specifications for some of the 
materials to be used on the front 
of the building and surrounding 
paved areas before final approval 
by the Mayor of London. 

The proposed building sits 
within the West Greenwich 
Conservation Area and the 
Maritime Greenwich World 
Heritage Site and the development 
was drawn up in consultation with 
English Heritage, the Commission 
for Architecture & the Built 
Environment (CABE), Greenwich 
Society, Greenwich Conservation 


Group and the Maritime 
Greenwich World Heritage Site 
Management Committee. 

Professor Neil Garrod, 
deputy vice-chancellor with 
responsibility for resources, said: 
“The designs approved by the 
council are the result of extensive 
public consultation and the 
feedback of hundreds of people. 
The local community has made 
an important contribution to the 
development of the scheme and I 
would like to thank everyone who 
has participated. 

“We are very pleased to have won 
the support of the local authority 
and we will continue to work 
closely with all our neighbours 
in Greenwich as the project takes 
shape." 

Cllr Denise Hyland the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 


enterprise and skills, said: “This 
is a hugely impressive project 
and a very high quality proposal 
that will breathe new life into a 
very important corner of the town 
centre close to Greenwich Park 
and Greenwich Theatre. It’s one 
of the most prestigious buildings 
to be developed in Greenwich.” 

• The Planning Board 
recommended approval for 
the development of Greenwich 
Industrial Estate by the 
Cathedral Group. The plans, 
which include proposals 
for new homes and student 
accommodation, business units, 
food store and a new hotel, will 
also be referred to the Mayor 
of London.

Safari Ward 


COMMUNITY police called by to 
reassure young patients after thieves 
targeted a children’s hospital ward. 

A computer console, toys and other 
items were taken from Safari Ward 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Woolwich. 

The hospital called in Police 
Community Support Officers 
(PCSOs) from the Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods team to talk to 
worried patients. 

Officers visited the children to 
explain what they do when a theft 
or crime occurs. One of the PCSOs 
dressed up as the highly-popular 
‘PC Lee’ character, who was given a 
warm welcome from both children 
and staff on the ward. Nurses 
also ran a poster competition for 
children, and the winning poster was 
presented to officers during their 
visit. 

PSCO Russell Chappie, who 
organised the visit, said: “Children 
had a great time with PC Lee and 
enjoyed the poster competition. We 
simply wanted to make sure they 
knew why police were visiting the 
hospital and weren’t intimidated by 
our presence in the ward.” 

He added: “We also wanted to show 
hospital staff and parents that we 
were taking the allegations of theft 
seriously and wanted to ensure 
that our details were distributed 
throughout the ward, in the hope 
that someone with information might 
call us or that, just by being visible, 
we might discourage further thefts.”

HUNDREDS of hooks will 
soon be making their way 
to Kenya to bring the joy of 
words to African children. 

They’ll be sent by a Greenwich 
teacher who taught there for 
three months last year and was 
inspired by the children’s passion 
for all things educational. 

“But,” says 61-year-old Mary 
Garvey, “it was obvious that the 
children had enough textbooks 
but lacked reading for pleasure.” 

So Mary, now a semi-retired 
tutor after working in a number 
of Greenwich primary schools 
including Mulgrave in Woolwich, 
launched the Books for Kenya 
and fund-raising campaign in 
her back garden in Charlton, on 
Saturday, April 16. 

She said: “I taught in four 
schools in Athy River outside 
Nairobi, and it soon became 
obvious there were no books to 
read for enjoyment, no library as 
such, so this campaign is simply 
to get books on shelves. I’ve 
already been overwhelmed by the 
response. 

“This came about through the 
small African Child Foundation. 
I had been wanting to go Africa 
since 2002 and the chance 
came last September. I went 
as a volunteer mainly to raise 
attainment levels in English and 
Maths. 

“I’m passionately involved in 
the rights of children, especially 


their right to a good education, 
and the support I have received 
in recent weeks shows that 
this is something shared by the 
community in Greenwich. 

“I would like to thank all the 
shops that have supported me 
so wonderfully in Greenwich, 
Blackheath and Charlton. They 
have publicised the scheme, put 
up raffle prizes and agreed to have 
a box for books in their shops.” 

Cllr Janet Gillman, who lives 
nearby in Charlton, was one of 
the first to donate books. She 
told GT: “I was very impressed to 
learn of the work going on. Books 
can have such a positive impact 
on children and young people’s 
lives.” 

The Bishop family from Lee 
brought bags of books to the 
cream tea launch - Joe and 
Samantha with seven year-old 
Harrison, Evie, four, and Isaac, 
two. 

Harrison told GT: “I listened to 
Harry Potter in the car on the way 
here but the adults were talking 


and it wasn’t loud enough! I’ve 
learned all the spells and I’m 
trying to teach them to granddad 
- but it’s hard work. 

“I gave some of the books I read 
when I was younger and so did 
Evie. Isaac is more interested 
in Fireman Sam on TV at the 
moment.” 

St Patrick’s primary school in 
Griffin Road, Plumstead, is one of 
several that have already donated 
books to the scheme. Mary, a 
mother of six, said: “Children 
have also brought in a ‘loved 
book’ from their own collection 
which I think is wonderful and is 
most appreciated. 

“Working with children in 
education means the world to me 
and the magic of books is tangible 
when you see the slide show we 
have on the campaign.”

Getting animated 

Youngsters’ Orchestra for the 21st Century is on song

AN orchestra made up of 
children aged between 10 
and 13 played together in 
public for the first time 
last Saturday (April 16). 

The newly -formed Animate 
Orchestra made its debut at 
Plumstead Manor Secondary 
School, Old Mill Rd, 
Plumstead, in front of more 
than 150 friends, families and 
guests. 

The orchestra - billed as 
The Orchestra of the 21st 
Century - is the result of a 
joint partnership between 
Greenwich and Lewisham 
councils’ music services, 
Trinity Laban Conservatoire 
of Music and Dance and 
the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra. The aim is to 
motivate and inspire young 
musicians in local schools 
to carry on learning an 
instrument once they have 
moved on to secondary school 
- a time when many drop out. 
Nearly 60 children took part in 
the debut concert. 

Ten-year-old pianist Timi 
Ainsola from Plumstead told 
GT: “I was really excited about 
it, and it was very nerve- 
racking. My family were very 
proud of me taking part so I 
was determined to give them a 
good performance. The whole 
concert was very good because 
we play really good music 
together. 

“I saw the launch and really 
wanted to be part of it. I’ve 
been playing the piano for two 
years, and I practise five days a 
week at home.” 

Also performing was Tamara

said: “I’ve been learning for 
three years, but I had never 
played in a big group before. 

It was the first time I had ever 
done anything like this, and 
it was great being able to play 
together with so many other 
people.” 

The orchestra plays a variety 
of instruments, from the full 
range of standard orchestral 
ones to others from different 
genres. 

“The young people used 
classical music as a starting 
point and then worked on a 
group composition over the 
two days,” said Helen Hendry, 
project manager for Trinity 
Laban. “They also used music 
technology such as laptops, 
keyboards and electronic 
pick-ups and microphones 


to enhance and change the 
sound. So it really is bringing 
the orchestra into the 21st 
Century.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the 
council’s member for young 
people, told GT: “This 
borough has a proud record 
of nurturing and developing 
the musical talents of our 
young people. The Animate 
Orchestra provides an 
excellent way for more local 
children to experience the 


sense of pride and 
achievement they will get 
from creating and performing 
live music.” 

The Animate Orchestra - 
which is supported by Youth 
Music and the Greater London 
Authority Mayor’s Music 
Education Fund - has plans to 
perform at other venues and 
cultural festivals in Greenwich 
and Lewisham, and as 
part of Cultural Olympiad 
programming during 2012. 



THERE are definitely strings attached when Trinity 
Laban’s Symphony Orchestra performs Benjamin 
Britten’s Young Person’s Guide to the Orchestra next 
month.

Growing gardens for the future 


Residents create green havens for new Kidbrooke Village 


FIRST-TIME gardeners on a major new 
housing scheme have already had two 
masterclasses to help them make the 
most of their plots. 

The new residents of Kidbrooke Village, 
just off Eltham Road, have been getting 
tools and tips from the environmental 
charity Groundwork London, in 
association with the scheme’s owners 
and managers, Southern Housing Group 
and ASRA Greater London Housing 
Association. 

The first session featured information 
about lawn maintenance, using basic 
machinery, and planting. Then, earlier 
this month, the inhabitants of the new 
80-home “town-house” development 
learned how to make a bird-feeder, and 
how to plant and care for sunflowers and 
strawberries, as well as having access 
to free bike repairs. The new gardeners 
were also encouraged to enter a “tallest

sunflower” competition, and, later this 
year, there will be a Best Garden 2011 
competition to find the resident who has 
made the most of their outdoor space. 
James Rogers, the senior community 


regeneration officer at Southern Housing 
Group, said: “For many residents in these 
new properties, having a garden for the 
first time is one of the most satisfying 
aspects of their new homes.” 

He added: “Most people don’t need an 
excuse to enjoy a nice, sunny summer’s 
day outside, and by encouraging 
residents to make the most of them, we 
hope they’ll have even more reason to 
take pride in their gardens.” 

Now Southern Housing Group has 
plans to start a youth programme to 
encourage young residents of Kidbrooke 
Village to enjoy their environment and 
outdoor space through fun gardening and 
environmental activities. It’s all part of 
an overall aim to bring the whole new 
community together. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, said: “Kidbrooke 


Village isn’t just about providing 
housing, it’s about maintaining a sense of 
community. These gardening workshops 
are an excellent opportunity to help the 
new residents get their plots off to a good 
start while encouraging them to develop 
friendships with their neighbours.” 
Kidbrooke Village is part of the total 
transformation of a large part of the 
borough covering an area around the 
old Ferrier Estate. The first residents 
started moving into the new housing 
scheme at the end of last year. The new 
development, which will stretch from 
Kidbrooke Station right down to Eltham 
Road, will bring 4,000 new homes, along 
with new shops, offices and workshops, 
as well as state-of-the-art buildings and 
spaces for community, sports and leisure 
activities. The new housing will be built 
over the next 10 to 15 years.

ANDREW Richards loved every 
minute of it - well, almost every 
minute - but that’ll have to do for 
now, thank you very much. 


The member of the Mayor of Greenwich’s 
team clocked a very respectable 4hrs 
20mins, four minutes slower than his 
other attempt in 2008 but that could easily 
be put down to the currant bun. 

“The heat did make a difference, makes 
you a bit sluggish, he told GT. “I felt a 
bit more confident having done it before 
but I’ve joined the Territorial Army and 
didn’t have so much time for training, to 
be honest. 

Andrew’s previous run was for TUSK, 
the charity helping to protect wildlife, 
but he applied to join the Mayor’s team 
after reading about it on the Greenwich 
Council website. 

As with many of the runners, Andrew, 
24, found the going okay until the 19 or 
20-mile mark. He said: “I got a stitch and 
cramped up then it was a case of walking, 
running, walking the last six miles. 

“I’ve been in touch with some of the 
team runners and most of us did around 
the same time, from four to four and a 
half hours. I need a break for a few years 
now, I’d say. I need to build myself up a bit 
for the Army.” 

Andrew lives in Swanley but was born 
and raised in Eltham, used to run for 
Cambridge Harriers but over shorter 
distances. On the day he had his twin 
brother “chasing me around” taking 
pictures. 

“In Greenwich Park it was amazing. 
At the start time, 9.45, we still couldn’t 
move because there were so many people. 
The people watching definitely helped, 
especially when they shouted the name 
on your T-shirt.

support,” said Kate, 29. “The second half 
was a bit harder, running round Canary 
Wharf. It was quite sunny by that time 
but at least we had the shade from the tall 
buildings. 

“I did it in 2005 in 4.35 so I was pleased to 
do it half an hour faster. When I finished 
I thought I’d done a really good time 
and I could retire. But now I’ve got the 
incentive to it under 4.10! 

“And it’s such a great event. I found it 
quite emotional.” 

“That was tough!” was Matthew 
Steggall’s heartfelt assessment. “The 
crowds certainly helped a bundle but I 
don’t think I have ever had my legs feel 
so heavy as they did after the 15-mile 
marker! I finished in 5.52.33. 1 was aiming 
for sub six hours so pleased, although a 
colleague of mine did it in 5.35.24 a few 
years ago and wanted to beat him so need 
to try again - but I’ll leave it a few years 
before I consider that again!” 

Trevor King just said: “Wow! What a 
amazing day Loved every minute of it. I’m 
extremely chuffed with myself - 4.0209.” 

Charlotte Lock, from the Medical 
Foundation for the Care of Victims of 
Torture, told GT: “I hope the Mayor’s 
runners are all okay and pleased to 
bits with themselves. Thanks for their 
incredible efforts in raising money for 
us and, of course, a massive thank you to 
the Mayor herself for the places and for 
giving each of us an experience we will 
never ever forget!” 

Cllr Barwick said: “It was a wonderful, 
unforgettable day. I feel so proud of my 
team and also of the people of Greenwich 
who lined the streets to support all the 
runners. 

“I think we’re so lucky to have this 
world-famous event in Greenwich. At 
the same time, I think it must be great 
to start it in somewhere as beautiful as 
Greenwich Park. Bring on the Olympics!”

GREENWICH Council cleaning 
teams got in on the act by 
completing their work in record 
time for this year’s London 
Marathon day, making sure 
the borough’s streets could 
be reopend promptly once the 
marathon runners had passed 
through the route.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website:

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, 
you can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing 
office, library or UK Online centre.

Kylie Minogue’s stint 
at The O2 was pop 
perfection, says 
Dean Beadle 


WELL I MINERVA: Kylie as a

Brit-funk was 
bom to boogie 


HATS off to whoever 
VrSH conceived the idea for 
the Ultimate Boogie 
Nights at the lndgio2. 

This series of musical 
events is giving soul and 
funk fans the chance to see 
some of their favourite acts 
in a top class venue that’s 
compact and intimate yet 
big on atmospherics. The 
latest instalment on April 
15 celebrated 30 years of 
British funk with half a dozen 
acts from a special era in the 
music scene which saw British 
musicians challenge the 
Americans with their own style 
of funky beats. 

The genre of Brit funk 
developed in the late 70s and 
eighties blending elements of 
soul and pop. The Brits didn’t 
have the polish and panache of 
their American counterparts 
but I loved it for that reason. 
The Brit funk sound was raw, 
fresh and live without the 
overproduction of the mixing 
desk and the songs focussed 
on UK life. 

Friday’s line up saw six of the 
best UK acts take the audience 
on a trip down memory 
lane. There was pigeon head 
nodding to the beat and air 
guitar playing from the off. 

We kicked off with Junior 
Giscomb (Mama used to say) 
swiftly followed by David 
Joseph from Hi Tension, who 
helped to create anthems such 
as the British Hustle and the 
electrifying Hi Tension. 

We were all ‘Walkin’ in 
Sunshine’ when Central Line 
took to the stage and it was 
interesting to hear their own 
version of Nature Boy. The 
original seven members of 
Second Image came together 
for the first time in decades to 
remind us of hits such as Don’t 
You, Starting Again, and Can’t 
Keep Holding On. 

Although some were a little 
portly and tipexed with 
dashes of grey to the temples, 
the voices were still there. 

And there were inspiring 
demonstrations of body 


popping to remind us all that 
you’re never too old. Leee 
John skipped across the stage 
like a toddler in what seemed 
to be an all-in-one romper suit 
but his energy and enthusiasm 
in the performances of 
Bodytalk, Flashback and Just 
An Illusion had us spellbound 
and proved just what a 
showman he is. Beggar & Co 
took me back to a Light of the 
World Christmas Eve concert 
in 1979 with the opening bars 
of Pete’s Crusade - a sparky 
uplifting brass instrumental 
from their 10-out-of-10 
album Round Trip which also 
features the magnificent and 
much-sampled London Town. 
Thirty years on they’re still 
sounding as fresh and original 
as ever and, as trumpet player 
Kenny Wellington explained, 
they’ve now recruited an 
American drummer and bass 
player keen to emulate the 
unique sound of British funk. 
Incognito, another incarnation 
of Beggar & Co/Light of the 
World wound up the show. 
Guitarist ‘Bluey’ Jean Paul 
Maunick didn’t step on the 
stage until 1am but the band’s 
special blend of jazz, soul and 
funk ignited the audience and 
had fans on their feet within 
seconds. 

It was a great showcase of 
amazing Brit acts and the only 
downside was the constant 
but unavoidable set changes. 
Although they provided 
opportunities to run to the loo 
or get a drink from the bar, 
they interrupted the flow and 
each act felt obliged to get 
the party going by urging the 
audience to clap, wave or get 
up and dance. But they needn’t 
have worried as we were well 
up for it. 

Our DJ host James Anthony 
relayed an incredible line up of 
forthcoming acts as part of the 
Boogie Night series starting 
with the Whispers on May 14. 
For funk fans it means the 
lndigo2 is definitely the place 
to be.

Grecian costumes. This was the 
performance with everything 
- feathers, armour-clad 
centurions and more sequins 
than Shirley Bassey’s knicker 
drawer. 

Alongside tracks from her 
latest LP, she threw in all the 
old classics including Better 
The Devil You Know, Confide 
In Me and Spinning Around 
as well as cleverly reworking 
some of her best known hits. 
2003 chart-topper Slow became 
a sultry jazz number and the 
rockier version of Can’t Get 
You Out Of My Head inevitably 
had the crowd in raptures. 

A highlight of the evening 
came when Kylie took on the 
Eurythmics’ There Must Be 
An Angel complete with flying 
angel. Who needs subtlety, eh? 

But it was the finale that 
really took the crowd’s breath 
away. As the opening strains of 
On A Night Like This filled the 
arena, the stage became a water 
park. Soaring multicoloured 
sprinklers and fountains lit 
in a multitude of colours sent 
the 20,000-strong audience 
into meltdown before the pint- 
sized popstrel launched into 
the euphoric All The Lovers. A 
small platform transformed into 


a tiered fountain of writhing 
dancers. Minogue The Older 
performed at the very top like 
a triumphant Christmas tree 
fairy as water soaked acrobats 
swirled and embraced above 
her. A breath-taking display 
that befitted the best pop 
single of the last ten years. 
Spectacular. 

The low points of the 
evening? Kylie seems to sing 
live over a vocal backing track 
and as a result the live vocal 
was sometimes lost in the mix. 
And what with the stage being 
so high up, it was hard to see all 
of the action from the standing 
areas especially when you were 
stood, like I was, behind the 
world’s tallest man. And in all 
honesty, the show could have 
done without the pedestrian 
Aphrodite album tracks, but 
hey, the girl’s got an album to 
plug. 

The Aphrodite tour heralds 
Kylie’s transition from the world 
of pop to a much higher plane. 
The awe-inspiring production 
puts her on a par with Cher, 
Bette Midler and Tina Turner. 

A showgirl, a music legend. An 
icon. Kylie’s going nowhere. 
Gaga, watch and learn. 


AFTER a 24-year 
reign, Kylie 
Minogue’s position 
of princess of pop 
has never been 


more under threat. In the post- 
Gaga apocalypse, Kylie’s grip on 
the pop mantle is weakening. 
Her sales are dropping and 
Lady Gaga is chomping at her 
heels. But where would pop 
music be without Kylie? Who’d 
keep the diamante industry 
afloat if she were no longer 
at the top? It’s a thought that 
none of us care to dwell on, and 
suffice to say she had a lot to 
prove at her five-night residency 
at The 02 as part of this year’s 
Aphrodite Les Folies tour. 

Granted, Miss Minogue 
is not the world’s strongest 
singer, but she uses her limited 
range to full effect and was 
note perfect throughout 
her show on April 12.

Getting the water habit is just grand for Joan 


PENSIONER Joan Higton is 
feeling at least 30 years younger 
- and it’s all down to Greenwich’s 
leisure centres! 

The recently-retired Well Hall 
grandmother, who’d hardly ever been 
in a pool since school days, is now a 
five-day-a-week water-baby. The saga 
started about 18 months ago, after her 
friend, Sue, lured her into a Sunday 
morning class at Greenwich Council’s 
Eltham Centre. 

Joan, a former administrator, got 
hooked almost straight away. Later, 
she joined GLL’s Club Wellness 
(programme for those 55+) at 
the Waterfront Leisure Centre at 
Woolwich, and then, last summer, she 
tried out the water work-out sessions 
at The Arches, the sister centre in 
Maze Hill. She got on swimmingly 
with the regulars there, and has never 
looked back. 

“And to think, when we came past 
this place on the bus when I was little, 
my nan used to tell me it was where 
people went to have a bath!” she said. 

GT got the hear about Joan because 
she came out of the water long enough 
to send a “big thank you” letter to the 
council. “This has change my life - and 
my fitness,” she wrote. 

Later, she told us: “I found the 
council’s address on the website and 
I’ve told them ‘Whatever you are doing, 


please don’t stop. You are making so 
many people happy’ . 

“And it’s not just me. All the class I’m 
in are so full of joy.” 

Joan says she’s one of those people 
who always says “thank you” to bus 
drivers. “And I mean it. People need to 
know they are making you happy,” she 
told GT. 

The former keen walker told us: 
“When I first retired, I thought I’d 
just laze around - and that was just 
wonderful for about nine months! 
Then I decided, if I went on like that, 
I’d end up not even being able to walk 
any more. I already had a costume - 
but it was really only to pose in on the 
beach! 

“When I first went into deep water 
at the Eltham Centre, although I was 
wearing a safety-belt, I still tried to 
keep my feet touching the floor. 

“It took me about two classes to get 
my confidence, and that was all down 
to Frankie, the GLL instructor.” 

Joan, who had previously suffered a 
bout of illness, told GT: “My doctors 
are so pleased now with my fitness - and 
my outlook. I’ve lost a stone in weight, 
and exercise makes you happier. I get 
up each morning and I’m just raring to 
go. 

“I often say ‘thank you’ to my friend, 
Sue, for getting me started.” 

She added: “I cut my grass for the 
first time since the winter yesterday. It 


should have been back-breaking work, 
but it wasn’t. So every second of the 
swimming I’ve done has been worth 
it!” 

Joan is a keen Greenwich Card holder, 
and, also, because of her previous 
medical condition, she was referred 
to GLL’s Physical Activity Referral 
scheme - Healthwise - by her GP. 
Healthwise provides tailored exercise 
programmes to help residents manage 
and improve a wide range of medical 
conditions. 

It also means she can swim whenever 
she likes, as part of her programme, for 
just over £3 a week. The current general 
off-peak swimming concessionary rate 
at the borough’s GLL centres works out 
at a maximum of just over £5 a week. 

GLL aquatics manager Suzanne 
Philpot said: “We were so excited - and 
very proud - to receive Joan’s letter. Our 
staff work really hard and it’s nice for 
their professionalism and commitment 
to be recognised.”

GREENWICH COUNCIL 

LONDON LOCAL AUTHORITIES ACT 1990 AS AMENDED 
PROHIBITION OF ITINERANT ICE CREAM TRADING IN DESIGNATED 
STREETS IN GREENWICH SEI0 

Greenwich Council is intending making a resolution designating the following streets in 
Greenwich SEI0 in the Borough of Greenwich as “prohibited streets” under the provisions of 
section 37 of the above legislation. 

The streets are: Park Row (Part, North of Trafalgar Road), Welland Street, and 
Cutty Sark Gardens. 

Itinerant ice cream traders operating in streets that are not designated as either “licensed 
streets” or “prohibited streets” are exempt from street trading legislation. 

The effect of the resolution will be to remove this exemption from street trading legislation that 
applies to itinerant ice cream traders operating in the streets specified above. Unless specifically 
licensed by the Council all ice cream trading by street traders in these streets will be unlawful. 

Itinerant ice cream traders will continue to be able to trade in other streets throughout the 
Borough which have not been designated as either “licensed” or “prohibited” streets. 

Under the Act, the Council only has the power to pass this resolution if it considers it necessary 
in the interests of preventing obstruction to traffic, or undue interference or inconvenience to 
persons using the street. 

The Council is now seeking views as to whether the itinerant ice cream vans that operate in 
these specified streets do cause obstruction to traffic, or undue interference or inconvenience 
to persons using the street. If you have been affected by itinerant ice cream vans operating in 
the specified streets or you have any comments to make on the proposed resolution please 
write with as much detail as possible to Des Campbell, Riverside House (West) Post room, 
Woolwich High Street, London SEI8 6BU or email:

Bristol Rovers 2 Charlton

IF this uproarious game is any- 
thing to go by, Charlton have no in- 
tention of going gently into their 
summer break. Not a hit of it. 

During nearly 100 minutes of switch- 
backing action at the Memorial Stadi- 
um, they outclassed relegation-haunted 
Bristol Rovers, moved effortlessly into 
a two-goal lead, then almost wilfully 
sabotaged a rare away win by earning 
two red cards within five disastrous 
minutes. 

For 54 one-sided minutes, the Addicks 
hardly put a foot wrong. Encouraged by 
Paul Benson’s excellent early goal, they 
were in relaxed and confident form. 

With more composed finishing, they 
might have retired at the interval with 
a more decisive lead. As it was, they 
were at least able to relish the quality

of Benson’s 7th-minute strike. 

The spadework was provided by 
Nathan Eccleston, whose stop-go dart 
to the right byline left Byron Anthony 
mesmerised. With no cover behind the 
struggling left back, Eccleston was free 
to measure a perfect cross to the far 
post, where an unmarked Benson made 
no mistake in calmly heading his 10th 
goal of a campaign marred by injuries 
and suspensions. 

With substance added to his undoubt- 
ed style, Eccleston was briefly irresist- 
ible. Seizing on Anthony’s demoralised 
miskick, he cut inside, using Benson’s 
intelligent decoy run to make space for 
a thumping drive, which was beaten 
awkwardly away by Conrad Logan. 

The Pirates were all at sea as Gary Do- 
herty’s fine diagonal pass set up Kyel 
Reid to volley viciously but narrowly 
wide. Before half-time, Benson scuffed 
a difficult chance, created by Jose Se- 
medo, over the bar. 

The booking sus- 
tained by Semedo, 
meanwhile, for a 
foul on Gavin Wil- 
liams seemed no 
more than an irri- 
tation at the time. 
Or so we thought. 

Mere seconds af- 
ter resumption, a 
spectacular solo 
goal from Reid ap- 
parently provided 
the rampant visi- 
tors with all the 
insurance they 
needed. 

Dribbling from 
the centre circle 
as the home de- 
fenders retreated 
before him, the 
fleetfooted winger 
detonated a sump- 
tuous shot, struck 
with the outside of 
his left foot, which 
swerved suffi- 
ciently in flight to 
completely bam- 
boozle Logan. At 
which point, the 
Addicks sponta- 
neously imploded 
with, it should be 
said, a little help 
along the way 
from referee Rob 
Lewis. 

The points were 
already firmly in 
Charlton’s grasp 
when Reid, with 
boneheaded reck- 
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lessness, picked up two quickfire cau- 
tions, the second of them for an un- 
necessarily late challenge on James 
Tunnicliffe, whose departure on a 
stretcher removed any doubt about its 
painful impact. 

The body blow was promptly followed 
by a second yellow card for Semedo, 
who made negligible contact with Stu- 
art Campbell but paid the price for raw- 
boned combativeness. Down to nine 
men, the erstwhile hunters were now 
the prey. 

Rovers hadn’t so much as sniffed 
a chance until their tormentors fell 
apart. Their inferiority complex disap- 
peared as they sensed an unlikely op- 
portunity to salvage something from 
the debris. Their prospects improved 
when substitute Wayne Brown pounced 
on the rebound after Sullivan saved 
smartly from Williams and reduced the 
arrears. 

While the sorely-depleted Addicks de- 
fended spiritedly, Rovers battered away 
without real conviction until, with 
six minutes remaining, another huge 
break happened their way. 

Campbell clearly used an arm to pre- 
pare the 15-yard shot he hammered 
past Sullivan but Lewis turned a blind 
eye to the offence. Incensed by the per- 
ceived injustice, Chris Powell’s strident 
protests saw him following Reid and 
Semedo down the tunnel. His mood was 
hardly improved by the subsequent 
bookings for dissent handed out to Sul- 
livan, Jonathan Fortune and Michael 
Stewart, while the West Countrymen, 
with one or two wandering elbows judi- 
cially overlooked, proceeded in pristine 
innocence. 

They should have secured all three 
points but Will Hoskins, from a suspi- 
ciously offside position, made a hash of 
a point-blank sitter. 

None of which disguises the awk- 
ward truth that Charlton threw victory 
away. Far superior to their overawed 
hosts, they were betrayed by their own 
exuberance. Both red card offences oc- 
curred deep in the opposition half, nei- 
ther of them was remotely justified. 

A little commonsense was sorely lack- 
ing but one thing you have to give ‘em... 
it certainly wasn’t dull. Chaotic but not 
dull.
